ynallay'd, the Doctrine of Paſſrve-Obe- 
dience, patient Suffering, was not on- 
ly a big and empty Boat, but gave 
Proofs of its Reality, by the n pd 
Patience and Sufferings of the Chtiſti- 
ans, in a Succeſſion of three Ages and 
ten Per ſecutions; wherein neither the 
unrelenting Cueltiy of their Perſecu- 
tors, nor the continu'd Tract of their 
Miſeries, which did not end but with 
their Days,couldprevail on them, either 


to renounce the Faith, or, to do that 


which is net Degree to it, throw off 
hte Croſs, aud betake themſelves to 
ſeditious Practices for their Preſerva- 
tion. 13 
Nor was Chriſtianĩty endamag d by. 
all that Fury; but on the contrary, the 
Blood of the Martyrs was the Seed of the 
Carch, Nor is there any. Reaſon to 
think thoſe blefled Martyrs endur d 
all their Suferings, conſtrain d by 
3 G 6 ceſſity,. 
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ceſNty, becauſe they could do no other; 
for we are aſſur d, that at two Ser- 
mons there were eight thouſand Con- 
verts, and the Numbers of the Chri- 
ſtians became very ſoon ſo faſt, that 


nothing but the Conſcience of their 


Daty they owd the ſapream Poner: 
oblig d them to 3 And tho 
Religion ſuffer d great Decays in the 
Succeſſion of many Ages, yet for the 
firſt ten Perjecmions, no Father or Doctor 
of the Ghurch, nor any Aſſembly of 
83 did ow may Array 
or juſti rebellious er ſeditions Do- 
Arines or Praflices Sch 

But after all this, perhaps it may 


be objected, That many Chriſtians, 


at leaſt ſome Pretenders to it, have not 
follow d the ſame Rule, and that 
{ome-Divi/ons of Chriſtendom, which 


in all other things run very wide from 


one another, yet meet in the Do&rime 
of reſting the ſupream Power ; and not 
only ſo, but they vouch Religion for 
their Warrant and Quarrel both, and 
pretend a Zeal for God's Church and 
Cauſe in all they do. It's true, about 
the End of the elezenth Century, this 
peſtiferous Doctrine took its Riſe, and 
was firſt broach'd and vented by Pope

Gregory the 7th, or Hillebrand the firſt 
Pope cf that Name. But the Pope T 
now ſpeak of, Phocas, went more 
brizkly to work, and begun that inſo- 
lent and bold Pretenfion of the tempo- 
ral Power of the Popes over all Rings 
and Princes; that they being Chriſt's 
Vicars on Earth, muſt have all Power 
in Heaven and Earth deputed to them, 
and, as St, Peter's Succeſſors, had both 
the ſpiritual and temporal Swords put 
into their Hands. Upon this, he 
grew mighty aſpiring, and exalted 
himfelf over all zeporal-Princes,” who 
were neceſſitated to ſubmit to his Or- 


ders, Sentences, and Decrees, how pre- 


judicial ſoever to his Govornment, or 
look for the Thunders of Excommuni- 
carion, Depoſition, and to have ms De- 
mi nions transfert d to ſome other more 


zealons Votary,” Theſe Tyrannies were 


not only practis d, but founded on the 


Rights of the See of Rome, and in the 


Stille of an »w1iverſal Paſtor j they im- 
pos dthis Behef on tbe Werd. 

No, the ſame Equality of FJuſſ ice 
and Freedom that oblig d me to lay 
open theſe Practices of the Romaniſts, 
ties me to tie Diſcovery of thoſe Se- 


Tara iſts and Difßenters, who pretend a 
great 
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great Heat againſt Rome, and yet have 
carry d along with em one of their 
moſt peſtiferous Opinions, pretending 
Reformation, when they would bring 
all under 0 ; and vouching the 
Cauſe and Work of God, when they 
were deftraying and oppoſing that Au- 
thority he had ſet up: And the more 
Piety and Devotion ſuch daring Pre- 
4 put on, it ſtill brings the 
greater Stain and Imputation on 
Religion, as if it patronit d thofe 
Practices it ſo plainly condemns. This 


is Judas like, to kiſs our Maſter when 


they betray him, and to own a. Zeal 
for Religion, when they are engag d 
in Courſcs that diſgrace and deſtroy it. 
3. Bleſſed be God, the Chureh of 
England hates and condemns the Do- 
Ctrine of Reſſtance, and all that look 
towards Rebelli:n, from what Hand 
ſoeder it comes; and has eftablith'd 
the Authority of Princes on ſure and 
unalterable Foundations, enjoying an 
entire Obedience and an abſolute Sub- 
miſſion to that ſupream Power God has 
put into the Queen our Sovereign's 
Hands. This Doctrine we juſtly 
glory in; and if any that had their

have turn d Renegados from this Prin- 
ciple, they prov d no leſs Enemies to 
the Church herſelf, than to the Civil 
Authority. Paſſive- Obedience and Non-

crept into it, who, in abuſe of primi- 
tive Antiquity, and wrefting the holy 
Scripture, make it lawful to ref# the 
Sovereign in Defence of our Lives, Li- 
berties, Properties, or Religion; and 
as if this was not running far exough 
from the Doctrine and Practice of our 
Church, they make n 
when they ſuppoſe the Publick is 4 
tack'd, a Crime and Oppoſition to the 
Will of God ; and to aſſert it 1s !ook'd 


on as not only very abſurd and ridicu- 
lous, but as dangerous and wnſafe. 


But how dangerous ſocver 1t may be to 
aſſert ſuch a Difrine, ſince it's the 
Doctrine of Cri? and his Apoſtles, I 
am ſure it muſt be much more dange- 
rous, eſpecially to Minifter: of the 
Goſpel, to be aſham'd or raid to affert 
it, and maintain it too againſt all Op- 
Poſit ion. *

are able to aſſign a Reaſen for; and to 
remove the Scandal they have given, 
and heal the Wounds they have made 
in the Church and State, by their ſhift- 
ing Sides, and changing their Opini- 
ons, I think, with Submiſſion, they 
ought to do it quickly, if they are 
able to anſwer their own Aguments, or 
beg God's, the Queen's and Nations 
Pardon, for laying Stumbling-bluicks in 
the People's Way, to make em fall 
from the Faith which themſelves have 
ſo frenuoully defended in their Preaching 
and Writings ; which if true Doctrine 
then, mult be the ſame now ; and they 
are oblig'd in Honour and Juſtice, 
either to renounce their old Doctrine, or 
that new political Scheme laid down in 
their Speeches; for, tho Men and Me- 
thods to Preferment, and Kingdoms, 
and States may change, the Scriptures 
ſuffer no Alterations, but are the ſame 
as Yeſcerday, to Day, and for ever; and 
therefore till thoſe great Men 1

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fit to give us Reaſons for the Alreration 
of their Opimons, and tell us which 
Doctrine they will ſtick to, I (hall 
ever remain believing with a off re-

ing bound thercunto both by the 
Laws of God and Man, did enact, 
that immediately upon the Death of 
Queen Elizabeth, the imperial Crown 
of the Realm of England did, by i 


herent FBirth-right, deſcend and come 


to that King. And an eminent Law- 

er tells us, That the King is the 

lead of the Common-wealth imme- 
diately un ler God, and above all Per- 
ſons, and in all Cauſes; and becauſe 
he :repreſents the Perſon of God, the 
Lax aſcribes to him a Shadow of thoſe 
Excellencies which are in God: But 


he could not be immediately under 


God, above all other Perſons in bis 
own Dominions, if the People (in 


whatſoever \Senſe undenfand)) had any 


Ponęr over him. IF any pretend, that 
the King or Queen is but one of tree 
Eft-tes, and has but a joint Power 
with the Legiſlative, they may re- 
cave their Confautation from the Office
